OAKLAND, Feb. 23.—The Key ; 
System ‘Transit Company applied | 
today to the State Railroad Com- 
mission for a certificate of public 
recessity and convenience to ope- 
motor bus ser- 
vice between Oakland aud Hay- 
ward over the Foothill Boulevard. 

Coupled with the exjsting street 
car service, the new bus line will 
give Hayward a ten-minute trans- 
portation service. This means 
that the present facilities wll be 
increased by 104 single ‘trips with 
2016 additional seats provided. 

The new line will be 16 miles 
long and for the operation of its 
schedules will require five buses 
and eleven drivers. 

The new service will operate 
through. the residential section of 
Hayward along Foothill Boulevard, 
paralleling the No. 8 Hayward- 
Oakland rail line on East 14th 
Street for approximately three- 
qvarters of a mile. The new line 
will provide direct transportation 
for a rapidly growing residential 
and commercial district. It wilt 
nass the Chevrolet and the Fa- 
geol manufacturing plants and 
the County Infirmary. 

The new service will make 1750 
wiles per day with a scheduled 
speed of 19% miles per hour, 
making it oneof the fastest motor 
bug services* in the country.

‘This express service’ will pass 
through three 7c fare zones, none | 


of which will overlap the other. 


The first zéne will extend from | 
Oakland to Estudillo Avenue, San 
Leandro, the second from that 
point to the County Infirmary, 
and the third will extend from 
the County Infirmary to D Street, 
Hayward. Transfer privilege will 
be extended to all existing lines. 


Buses will operate on a 20- 
minute headway, leaving 13th vere 
Grove Street, Oakland, at 6:18 
a.m., and every 20 minutes there- 
after up to and including 11:18 
p.im. They will leave D Street, 
Hayward, at 6:08 a.m. and every 
20 minutes thereafter, up to and 


jincluding 11:08 p.m. 


The new service is primarily 
for the purpose of providing fast 
transportation along Foothill 
Boulevard between Trask’ Avenue 
and D Street, Hayward, serving 
new territory and giving Hay- 
ward a 10-minute service in con- 
junction with the existing street 
car line. 


On the westbound trip no stops
